Secret Meeting 


After Quitting - 


PARIS (P}—A last minute at- 
tempt by Russia to change @ Big 
Four agreement for future ac- 
tion on Germany and Austria ap- 
oarently failei tonight. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache~- 
gon, on leaving a hurriedly called 
Big Four conference, said a come- 
munique issued by the council--of 
foreign ministers would stand, 

Acheson said the Russians 
wanted to change a point which 
was not clear onthe Austrian 
treaty, but it was agreed to’ con- 
tinue negotiations through diplo- 
matic channels. 

The Big Four had announced 
agreement in principle on Austria 
and a stop-gap arrangement for 
Germany at the conclusion of 
their four weeks sessions here to- 
day. Russia then rimade the. re- 
quest for a new session tonight. 
After it, Acheson said the .com- 
munique issued by the conference 
would remain valid as published. 

The new secret meeting was ar- 
ranged at the French foreign 
ministry. U. S. Secretary of, State 
Dean Acheson postponed his»taeke 
off for the United States.
